A oonrier waa tent back to camp for 
reinforcementa, but in the meantime an 
incessant fire was kept up on both sides, 
resulting in the wotinding of one «oldier 
and the killing; and wouiuliiig i f !^ev<'ral 
Indians, the exact niunlRT of wliich 
could not hi^ a.scertauied as tlic retLs 
carried tlieir dying and wounded away. 
About tlireo hours after the courier's 
departure troops were seen coming at 
full gallop to the reecne. As the troops 
rode np the Indians scattered in all di- 
rectiona, and Troop F pursued* them but 
abandoned the ohaM on aoooont of dark- 
nesa. The wagon train waa eaoorted to 
camp in safety. 

The serioasness of the sittiation hero, 
however, is hourly iiicreJisinf,'. Short 
Bull, the Ic'idinu; hostile chief wlio hiw 
distinpiished liimself all alontj during 
this trouble by never for a moment con- 
RideriiiK anv of the overtur** lookinj^ to 
an amicable settlement, but who luus 
Bteiulily stuck to his lair in the IJad 
Lands and has now assumi'il coiiiniarid

friends and relative.s wlxiui some of 
them have among tiie hostiles that tliey 
had better immediately move their fam- 
ilies a long distance from the agency, at> 
agreat raid and massacre was certain. 
The half-bro^ are showing what thev 
think of ''-ia infonnatkni by getting 
their familiea oat oat of here with a 
mall. 

The government herder, John Dwyer. 
and Isrtue Clerk Pugh have both discov- 
ered through their Indian frienils of 
years standing that a raid and niusciai iv 
has been fully determined upon and 
maturely iilanm-d. Gen. Miles is thor- 
oughly conversant with all these fa<'t8 
and linnself says that the situation is 
extieetlingly critical. There are less than 
6(K) soldiers here now, all told. 

The party M'nt to Wounded Knee to 
bury the dead Indiiuis have returned. 
They found and buried eighty-four bucks 
and sixtv-three squaws juid children. 
It WHS also found that five had Inen 
buried by the ln<lians. In a<ldition to 
thLS total of \'>2 we have heard now and 
then of others who have been carried 
away by hostile scouts, etc.. soilicient to 
swell the number of dead Indians as a 
result of the battle of Wounded Knee to 
fully 900, with several yat tu die in the 
improvised hospital here.

RIOT IN GLASGOW. 

Attempt Made to Evict Striking 
Railroad Employes. 



THB MIUTART OALUD OUT. 



After a Dasparata Plght In Wlileli a 

Number of Peoplfi Are Injured the 
Kiutera Are I)lii|ier»eil~ Variuua Other 
VorelKD Ul«patchee. 

Glasoow, Jan. 7.— The Caledonian 
Railway company made a third attempt 
evict their striking employes from their 
tenements at Motherwell yesterday after- 
noon. An immense crowd had gathered 
in anticipation of the movement, and 
stone throwing was at onoe begun. The 
sheriff read the riot act, and as the 
crowd did not disperse the military and 
police charged, and a desperate conflict 
ensued, in which many of the rioters 
were injured by Mows f rom the batons 
of the officers. Six of Uie injured were 
removed to hospitals in a serious con- 
dition. 

The crowd were finally driven from 
their first jiosition, but were only rouse<l 
to greater f iry by their severe e.xjieri- 
eme, amlan aitack was at once made 
upon the station of the railway com- 
pany. Til' 'imial Ikjxi's were com- 
jiletily wrecked, and trains arriving 
were obliged to nish through without 
stoii])im; ill order to avoid iniury to the 
Iias.-.eugi rs from a baiiibardiiieiit with 
stoues. The lui'.itary were a^rain called 
upon to aid tiie police, ami the rioters 
were at leii;cth ili-jieis d aft. r .a charge, 
ill which llie police usi d tluir batons, 
and the .-oldiera fired voilieaof Idank 
cariiidges.

In I'nnta .\renns the great sheep Cann- 
ing enterprises are in the hands of English- 
men. Valdivia is simply a German colony, 
the most flourishing and charming in the 
republic, troubled only by too numerous 
bands of cattle lifters and brigonds, who 
also plague the English, French and Swiss 
eoloniee in the old Amucanian territory. 
Xow wc come to the coal coast, and the 
first proprietors we find are the 'Arauoo 
company, limited, London,' also owfaers of 
a railway, ut the hands of whose English 
managers I received kind hospitality. The 
Lota and Coronel mines belong to Chilians 
— the Cousiiio faniilv— but the nianiigei-s 
are uU Kiiglish. The managers of the 
Cousino agricultural estates are likewise

to .'-^.intiagD and Valparaiso was huilt hy 
Kiiglish engineers; many of the higher em- 
ployes are Kiiglish; so, too, are a majority 
of the ei!j;liie drivers. All the state rail- 
ways, lie it reiiiemlKTed, were paid for al- 
most exclusively »vilh the money obtained 
from lirilisli loans. Valparaiso is iiicou- 
testaliiy Knglish. In the nuiiing districts 
Knglishmeii and English capital predom- 
inate. "—The(xlor(9 Child in Harper's.
